New Apartment Houses—W atering Places— 
Longfellow Memorial Association— 
Emerson—A Short Selection.

B o sto n , May 31, 1882. 
‘1 Seed time and harvest shall not fail. ” 
But Eastern farmers who in this spring of 
1882 have twice ploughed up seed potatoes 
decayed in their chilly or frozen fields 
don’t proclaim the verity of the promise so 
cheerfully as they have been known to do, 
and there are a good many dismal prophe­ 
cies that this year’s crops will be like those 
of “ the cold sum m er” nearly seventy 
years ago, when corn was frosted in the 
milk, and housewives all the succeeding 
winter had much ado to get up a palatable 
meal out of the stunted, nipped vegetables, 
the blasted rye, and the mouldy, half­ 
grown corn the year had yielded. 
That 
was before the days of Western wheat 
fields big as a county, and rapid transit 
almost all over the earth. 
Then a barrel 
of flour was an acquisition cot lightly to 
be thought of, and bread, cakes, pastry, 
made wholly of wheat, were regarded dis­ 
tinctly as luxuries. 
Talking over the 
feats of 
OUR GRANDMOTHERS 
In those and a little earlier days—their 
spinning, carding, 
weaving, 
bleaching, 
their house work and dairy work, all the 
notabl# undertakings they carried on while 
simultaneously busied with the bearing 
and rearing of the great families of chil­ 
dren that used to be the fashion in New 
England—we wonder sometimes of what 
they were madj, but I think we too often 
forget that though they didn’t always suc­ 
ceed in killing themselves off early, they’re 
responsible for a goodly portion of the 
nerves, backs, no stomachs and general 
shakiness of thoee who came after them, 
and, beside, that the work they accom­ 
plished then wasn’t quite the “ hercula­ 
neum ” affair that it would be now. 
They 
had nothing eave the scouring of brasses 
that answered to all our modern bric-a-brac 
fussing. 
The food was mnch simpler then, 
and of a serious sort, that might be 
prepared in bulk, so to say—a monster 
“ boiled dinner,” three or four gallons of 
bean porridge, a bushel of doughnuts, aud a 
hundred or so mince pies baked in one day 
for two or three months’ consumption. 
A 
best gown and best bonnet then couid be 
worn a doz. n years, and be for all that 
time high fashion, and the children seem 
mostly to have minded themselves and 
each other io soon as they could toddle. 
A recent magazine has a delightful article 
on the rural poor of the dying generation 
in England under the caption, “ The Ar- 
cady of Our Grandfathers.” Borrowing that 
title, I think we may say that life in the 
Aready of our grandmothers, however hard 
and hare it looks to ns, had undoubtedly 
its mitigations, and we could not dare be 
sure that many of those grandmothers 
would change periods with the housewives 
of to-day. 
W ouldn’t they 


FLOUT OUR STORE CLOTHES, 
Our housej, “ replete,” as the auctioneer 
says, “ with every modern convenience,” 
and all the culture and grace with which 
we strive to ad.rn our lives, if they must 
take with them our high-pressure atmos­ 
phere, onr new aspirations and ideals, our 
long list of new-fangled struggles after 
perfect service, fresh air in place of sewer 
gas, milk aud butter like O s a r ’s wife, 
cane sugar instead of glucose, honey that 
has traditions of bees—all our latter-day 
worries ? 
I’m afraid these self-dependent 
phantom ladieB would even extend their 
9corn of our degenerate ways to the hope­ 
fulness with which we talk of co-operation 
as the Moses to lead us through our R ed. 
Sea of troubles. 
But the “ proof of tlie 
pudding,” etc.; and the thirteenth apart­ 
ment-house, built by stockholders who are 
also tenants, has lately been atarted in 
New York. 
Here apartment-houses have 
been built as excellent financial invest­ 
ments, and the rents for anits of rooms 
have been much too extravagant for the 
greater number of people who would en­ 
joy the relief and luxury of life in a fam­ 
ily hotel.

The stockholders take twenty suits of 
rooms for their own ubo* and six suits will 
be let to outsiders, the income from these 
rented suites to go toward the running ex­ 
penses of the house and the taxes.

similar houses are proposed at other points 
in the city. 
Yennor premises us butlittle occasion this 
summer for shady hats and gossamer gar­ 
ments, but if we do have any need for 
breezy? paraphernalia we Bhall come to it 
without interregnum between that and 
winter clothing. 
And the watering-place 
season, save for cottages, promises to be a 
brief one. 
Landlords this year will have 
space for thorongh-going preparations, and 
may be twice over ready for guests. New­ 
port is only another luxuriant city by the 
sea, with the exceptionally mild ciimate 
that extends to M artha’s Vineyard, but as 
for the Isles of Shoals, Rye Ksach, Mt. 
Desert, or even Nantucket and our near-by 
'long-sbore places, np to this last day of 
May one shudders at their very mention. 
Women who aie accused of not fre­ 
quently getting a quid pro quo for the 
money spent in their summer outings, find 
a malignant -enjoyment in some statistics 
recently published by a gentleman of Cam­ 
bridge.

the erection there of a monument to the 
poet, the keeying of the grounds forever 
open to the people, and also to provide for 
the permanent preservation of the historic 
bouse should it ever pass ont of the pos­ 
session of the poet's descendant», is duly 
officered, and issued its circular of appeal 
•orne days since. 
The President of the 
Association is Jamas Rnasell Lowell, and 
Holmes, W hittier and Howells are among 
the Vice-Presidents.

TOMCCOISM. 


LONGEVITY 
AS 
A 
SCIBSCE. 


M. Tborens has published some observa­ 
tions on anyina pectoris caused by tobacco- 
iain. 
His attention was called to the 
subject by the case of a patient who had 
most of the symptoms of sDgina pectoris, 
but iu whom no cause for the affection 
could be found except excessive smoking. 
The patient smoked cigarettes, and swal­ 
lowed the smoke, thus making tho whole 
quantity of smoke pass through tbs lungs. 
Evidently the opportunities given for the 
absorption of smoke and nicotine in this 
esse were colossal in comparison with those 
which would exist in a person smoking ten 
times A much, but iu an open place and 
without swallowing the smoke. 
Another 
circumstance aggravating the affection was, 
that the patient smoked his cigarettes di­ 
rectly, without the intervention of a holder, 
so that the smoke reached his month hot, 
without any chance having been given for 
the condensation of any of the volatile prod­ 
ucts. 
His mouth was, moreover, in con­ 
stant contact with the tobacco leaves, so 
that the liability of 
absorption by the 
buccal membrane was greatly- increased. 
Similar affections 
arising from 
similar 
causes had been noticed by Bean and M. 
Gelineau, a naval surgeon, both of whom 
observed that the trouble waa mitigated 
when the use of tobacco was moderated. 
The case suggests a number of precautions 
to be observed by persons who will smoke 
but desire to do themselves as little harm 
as possible, among which are never to 
swallow or inhale the smoke ; to ssoid 
smoking in an inclosed place, or at leaat to 
have tbs room as large and as well venti­ 
lated as possible ; and to pot as considera­ 
ble a distance as is practicable between 
the light end the mouth, always using for 
this 
purpose 
long-stemmed 
pipes 
or 
cigar-holders. 
The driest tobacco 
and 
that which ia weakest in nicotine, should 
be preferred. 
M. Thorena exonerates to­ 
bacco from the charge of producing cancer, 
although it is of conree liable to irritate a 
wound already made, or a surface that has 
already been injured by heat. 


A S t r a n g e F u n e r a l .—An old man of 
seventy-five, who died a few days ago at 
Cabannes, near Tarascón, in France, left a 
clause in his will to the effect that all 
friends attending his funeral were to smoke 
pipes while following his remains to the 
grave, and were to adjourn to a cafe to 
spend in drink a snm of $60, specially be­ 
queathed for the parpóte. 
Three hundred 
men, headed by the Mayor of the village, 
duly attended the obsequies, which took 
place without any religioui ritea. 
Every 
follower had a lighted pipe in his mouth, 
and after the interm ent the second portion 
of this curious testam entary disposition 
was carried out.

A Novel and Startling Theory Advanced 
on the Subject. 


(Philadelphia Item.) 
“ Old Longevity 
ia » familiar figure 
around the city. 
W hether in reform club», 
where he may be heard diccusaing social, 
political or scientific question», or a t tern- 
perance meetings, his appearance is a cer­ 
tain notification that longevity is related, 
however remotely, w ith the subject under 
discnBaion. 
" Are there any indications of longevity 
that can be relied upon ?” he was asked by 
an Item reporter. 
"Certainly. 
All living things have a 
natural inherited life, which may not be 
extended beyond the time to which it is 
limited, but which may be shortened by 
improper treatm ent.” 
. 
“ Has not vocation something to do with 
length of life ?” 
" It apparently haa, but more apparent­ 
ly than really. 
Oftentimes vocations have 
been thonght to be especially favorable to 
long life, when, in fact, if naturally short­ 
lived people should undertake to follow 
them, they would be found very prejudicial. 
Farmers, for instance, have been found to 
be very long-lived people, according to the 
report of the 
Massachusetts Board of 
Health ; bnt a person muat be naturally 
long-lived to be a successful farmer. 
If 
there aro weak boys in the family tbs 
mother almost always, oat of kindhearted­ 
ness, will say : 
‘James, or Johnny, ought 
not to bo kept to work on the farm ; 


HE 13 TOO DELICATE; 
He must be put as a clerk in a store or a 
student with a doctor ;’ or, perhaps, stndy 
for the ministry ; so that those who are not 
long lived do not usually become farmers. 
“ Tailors and’ shoemakers ate usually 
thought to be short-lived; yet in some 
towns, where nearly all the population 
have been shoemakers, as great length of 
life has been found as in towns where nearly 
all the population are farmers. 
Those who 
are not strong and vigorous, however, fre­ 
quently enter upon the trade of farmer or 
shoemaker, where the person is protected 
from the weather, and the trade gets ths 
credit of the length of lite of the persons 
who seek it. 
This or* that vocation cannot 
be said to be long or short-lived so much 
as that long or short-liveil people natu­ 
rally seek th at trade. 
The labors of 
Judges are severe, yet they are among the 
most long-lived people in the community, 
as I found before the war, when I had an- 
opportunity of examing the inheritance of 
every Judge of the United States Conrts, 
and found in each instance they came from 
long-lived ancestry on both sides of the 
house. 
So, also, when I inquired in to the 
ancestry of three Selectmen in each of 
111 towns in Maine, Massachusetts and 
Connecticut, I found invariably that they 
were long-lived on both sides of the 
house.” 
“ It ia said that a new generation of 
newspaper men arises every seven years. 
Does their vocation affect their longev­ 
ity ? ” 
“ I have had my mind upon the fact that 
the business of a reporter wonld not tend 
to longevity ; though the accidents of the 
bnsineBs connected therewith have mot? to 
do with short life than 


t h e b c sin e ss it s e l f. 
The tobacco which they smoke, and the 
beer which they drink, do more to shorten 
life than their labors. 
Yes, in this city 
and New York, editors have shown a higher 
than the average length of life. 
Bryant, 
though a tireless worker, lived to an ad­ 
vanced age, and Mr. Greeley would have 
done so also had his system not been 
reached by malarial disease contracted in 
the South.” 
“ W bat are the indications of short 
life ?” 
“ They are where the indications of long 
life a;e wanting. 
If, for instance, you fina 
a person with a head narrow throngh from 
side to side—not exceeding five and a half 
inches—yon may be certain that his father's 
ancestry, with rare exceptions, have not 
reached the age of 80 or 90 years, and that 
he haa not inherited the exceptional long 
age. 
If yon find a person who from the 
bridge of the nose to the orifice of the ear 
ineaanres not more than fonr or four and a 
half inches, you may be Bure he has not 
inherited great length of life from his 
mother’s side. 
If a person 
is narrow 
through the head from side to side, and the 
distance is small from the bridge of the 
nose to the orifice of the ear, you may rest 
assured of his brevity of life, which 
NO I'RBUACTIONS.CAN PREVENT. 
The advantage of understanding such indi­ 
cations is where long and short life are 
inherited in tho same person. 
For exam­ 
ple, if a person has inherited say two-thirds 
of his being from a long- lived ancestor, and 
one third from a short lived ancestor, the 
time must come for the death of the short­ 
lived part of the lung before the long-lived 
part, and in the wrestle for life the short­ 
lived part may prove the victor if the man 
has not taken care of himself, when, if 
proper care had been taken at that time, 
he would get rid of the short-lived part of 
the lung aDd the long-lived parts would 
live oh as if he had never been troubled 
with any short-lived parts. 
So with other 
organs. 
In fact, there may be a series of 
short-lived parts in the same organ, to 
that a man might have freqnent attacks of 
disease of that organ and yet live to a very 
great age.” 
" Are not long-lived men equally liable 
to die from accident as any one else 7” 
“ No; because tho same characteristics 
which prodace longevity will make a man 
discreet and cautious. 
Naturally, long- 
lived peraont are seldom intemperate. They 
may drink tome, bnt are rarely found to be 
intoxicated. 
If they cross a street they 
look bofh ways to see whether a crossing is 
clear. 
A naturally ahort-lived man looks 
neither way. 
If a man haa a potentiality 
of 90 years he will live to nearly th at age, 
though he may do many things which to 
short-lived men would be suicidal.” 
“ Haa diet any effect on longevity ?” 
“ Not particularly, so long aa it be rea­ 
sonably good. 
If unwholesome it wonld, 
of course, tend to shorten life. 
Diet rather 
affects the vitality of a man—hit doing or 
performing any kind of work. 
If a man’s 
vocation calls for great activity of the bram 
he should choose that kind of food adapted 
to renew the braij, such as oatmeal, eggs, 
fish and tripe ; if.physical exertion ia re­ 
quired he should have 


MUSCLE MAKING FOOD. 
A man may be paralyzed in a part of 
his body affecting his vitality, and yet 
on account of his longevity live to an 
age that 
to persons generally appears 
to be very inconsistent with the small 
amount of vitality he exhibits. 
I have 
known a man to live tw enty years after he 
w as entirely incapable of thought.” 
“ Can yon indicate some prominent fami­ 
lies which are long lived 7" 
“ Yes ; Cyrus W . Field’s family are all 
long lived. 
Ninety and 100 years are not 
unknown to them, and his longevity will 
doubtless enable him to reach that age. 
The family of Morse, of telegraphic celeb­ 
rity, ere long lived. The Vanderbilt family 
are naturally long lived. 
All these have 
the seme characteristic—the central lower 
parts of the brain are large. 
The rea­ 
son 
that 
these 
parts 
are 
essential 
to 
longevity 
is 
th at 
the 
nerve 
centers t f e n control the vital organs— 
such as the longs, heart, stomach, etc. You 
wiH a’.so find long-lived people similar in 
other parts of the body. 
They will 
have 
short 
fingers, a high 
instep, a 
long upper lip and a large lobe to the ear ; 
and you will find th at I’eter Cooper, or 
any other man who has lived to a great 
age, possesses, in a h:gh degree, all these 
characteristics of loDg life which I have 
named. 
Jewa, as a rule, 


HAVE SHORT LEGS 
And long bodies, end though their longev­ 
ity does not enable them to reach a very 
great age, yet more of them on the average 
reach the ages of GO and 70 than the Gee- 
tiles- 
The Germans in this country do 
not, as a rule, appear to have as much 
longevity as those who remain at home. 
I 
have never met ono who ha/1 reached the 
age of 90, thongh I have seen many Irish 
attain th at age.” 
“ Have you ever had occasion to investi­ 
gate the number of the centenarians iu 
this country 7” 
“ Yes, there are some ; but their num­ 
ber is few. 
More are to be found in ths 
State of New Hampshire and in the back 
part of South Carolina than anywhere else. 
Of many cases I have investigated I have 
never seen more than half a dozen persona 
over 100 years of age and not a single one 
over 103. 
For years I offered a standing 
reward of $500 for the prcof of any person 
reaching 105 years, and 81.000 for proof of 
any one being 110 years old ; hut the proof 
was never forthcoming.” 
“ W hat is the average life of onr peo-

“ The average is of no acoonnt. 
If you 
take a man who Is naturally to live to bs 
90 years old and a man who cannot live to 
be more than 30, you have 120 yesrs be­ 
tween them, or an average of GO years, 
which is not the slightest consolation to 
tbs 30 years’ man.”

TEMPERANCE 
AND 
PROGRESS. 


I t is a fic t which will some day be re­ 
flected upon more deeply than at present, 
th a t the nations which arrogate to them ­ 
selves the highest places in the scale of 
civilization 
arc the 
most intem perate. 
I he English and American peoples spend 
every year in drink an ainouut which if 
well invested would effectually banish pau­ 
perism from these councries. 
The great 
cities of the civilized world are the seats 
of enormous and continual was'.e in this 
regard, and it is a m elancholy tru th that 
the working clasrea generally contribute 
far more than their fair proportion of the 
waste. 
The very slight feucce>s which has 
attended the efforts of tem perance organi­ 
zations hitherto m ust be interpreted as de­ 
m onstrating the rudim entary nature of the 
existing 
civilization 
everywhere. 
So 
little, however, does the world realize the 
significance of the facts in this connection, 
th a t the efforts of politicians everywhere 
are directed to the removal of all manner 
of evils except the overshadowing ones 
which really prevent progress, and that the 
com plaints of the suffering masses never 
■eem to include the wrongs which are self­ 
inflicted. 
Self-indulgence is the funda­ 
m ental cause of at least tw o-thirds of the 
misery which exists in the world to-day. 
This is especially true of the U nited States, 
in alm ost any part of which industry and 
tem perance combined will suffice to secure 
a comfortal le living. 
It is one of the most formidable advan­ 
tages po»4 -ssed by the Chinese over the 
white m ta th at they are tem perate. 
In 
this S tate th at one virtue of sobriety has 
repeatedly enabled them to push aside 
their white competitors. 
I t has long been 
a staple com plaint against the white labor 
available for agricultural purposes th a t it 
is unreliable because of the prevailing 
fondhess for drink. 
There are few farmers 
who have not suffered from this propensity 
in their white laborers. 
W hen the harvest 
work is to be done, and a new week is 
beginning, the farm er often finds th a t half 
his men are away. 
They were paid off on 
Saturday night, and they at once w ent to 
the nearest rum shop and entered upon a 
debauch extending into Sunday, and un 
fitting them for work until Tuesday or 
W ednesday. 
In such cases the farm er is 
obliged to go out and seek Chinese help. 
He may not believe in employing the 
Chinese, but he m ust get his crops in, and 
he knows th at at any rate the Chinaman 
will not abandon him to go off and get 
drunk. 
A great many theories have been 
propounded to account for the dissolute 
habits of a large proportion of the Califor­ 
nia country labor elem ent. 
I t has been 
said th a t the farm ers did not treat their 
white help well, and so forth. 
B ut while 
it is no donbt true th a t our farm ers have 
not as a rule tried to m ake their hired men 
very comfortable, this fact cannot excuse 
the hired men for their notoriously reckless, 
un th rifty and dissolute habits. 
m 
Men who get drunk as soon as they 
have earned a week’s wages can never pros­ 
per in any part of the world, b a t it is just 
such men who try to p u t the responsibility 
of. th eir own m isconduct upon their em 
ployers. 
N or have such men any right to 
complain it Chinam en are p u t in their 
places when they have proved faithless to 
their undertakings. 
In so far’as the Chi 
nese are industrious and sober, they are 
superior to white men who get drank and 
neglect their work, and this superiority 
will tell in the end. 
No Chinam an can 
m ake himself as acceptable a workm an as a 
w hite man, if the latter is a m anly and 
conscientious roan, and does his duty fully ; 
b u t we have been cursed w ith a m ultitude 
of w hite loafers, who cannot or will not 
\ 
_ 
w ork faithfully >nd steadily themselves, 
yet are always ready to denounce those 
who are forced to hire Chinese as sub­ 
stitu tes for them . 
I t is this class of men 
who are alro prone to strike for higher 
wages 
in the harvest-field, when they 
think 
the 
farm ers 
cannot 
help him ­ 
self, and who are capable of setting his 
barns or stacks on lire if he ventures to 
employ Chinamen in th eir stead. 
I t is this 
class, also, which has always been the fiercest 
in the cities against the Chinese ; fellows 
who squander their earnings at the bars of 
corner groceries, leaving their wives and 
children to go hungry and half-clothed, 
and who are ever ready to declare them ­ 
selves “ ruined by Chinese cheap labor,” 
wherea9 all th a t ails them is th&ir own in­ 
tem perance and slothfnlness. 
A s these men have votes, however, the 
politicians never dare to tell them the 
tru th . 
They m ust not be p u t lace to face 
w ith the consequences of their own selfish 
and barbaron9 vices, b u t a scape-goat of 
some kind m ust always be found for them. 
And so they are tickled and gratified by 
being told th at they are the salt of the 
earth, and th at they are the victims of all 
kinds of nefarious p rA tic e s; th a t if ju s­ 
tice was done th$y would all be rolling in 
their carriages, while the wicked rich men 
would be toiling for a living. 
B ut the 
tru th is th a t the men who have attained 
success in life have always began by m as­ 
tering their own lower appetites ; th a t so­ 
briety, industry, perseverance, attention, 
are as necessary as ever to the attainm ent 
of p ro sp erity ; th a t whenever w ealth has 
been gained it has been secured by superior 
intelligence or application ; th at the rich 
men are, as a rule, very hard and constant 
w orkers; th a t if * a t the outset of their 
career they had begun to loaf about saloon 
bars, they would never have become pros­ 
perous ; and th a t whoever expects to rise 
in this world m ust put his whole mind and 
bis whole capacity to the v o ^ in which he 
is engaged. 
The relation of tem péranos 
to progress is in fact identical w ith th a t of 
cause to effect, and w herever it is seen 
th a t there is a heavy consum ption of liquor, 
and the working classes contribute largely 
to th a t consumption, the philosopher will 
expect to Gnd, and will find, m uch suffering, 
and discontent, and poverty. 
I t is not 
necessary to be fanatical upon the tem per­ 
ance question to see th a t the neglect of it 
has very m uch to do w ith the slowness of 
the progress the world is m aking tow ards 
a higher civilization, for intem perance Is 
the m ost fatal obstacle conceivable in the 
way of intellectual developm ent and the 
cultivation of the hnm ane life. 


THE 
EGYPTIAN DIFFICULTY. 


A t last the E gyptian difficulty has led 
to open violence, though in a sm all way, 
The mob of A lexandria appears to have 
been influenced by fanaticism , and to have 
been covertly incited by the N ational party 
to attack the Europeans. 
Probably the ex­ 
pectation was th a t if a form idable riot could 
be provoked the European powers would 
w ithdraw , and leave the Egyptians to 
settle their own troubles w ith the Porte. 
Derviech Pasha, however, is acting in sg 
vigorous a way th a t any such programme 
as this was im practicable, and though the 
Egyptian troops seem to have favored the 
rioters for some tim e, the latter did not 
succeed in doing a great deal of mischief. 
Tbe English Consul was wounded, an 
English naval officer was killed, some 
Italians were injured, and some houses 
were Backtd. 
B ut the situation remains 
w hat it was, and w hatever expectations 
Arabi Bey may have had at first, his in­ 
terview w ith Derviech Pasha appears to 
h iv e dissipated them , and left him “ a 
“ sadder but a wiser m an.” 'T he S ultan’s 
representative indeed is evidently a very 
energetic and strong-willed man. 
H e will 
allow of no dictation. 
H e unceremoniously 
turned the Ulemas ont of his audience 
chamber when they undertook to advise 
him, and ho has already made the rebel­ 
lious ifficers comprehend th at the Sultan 
means to support the present Khedive, 
and will not tolerate insurrection. 
Arabi 
Bey seems to have played his last cards. 
H e has no allies, and as the Sultan will 
not countenance him , and the European 
pjw era are all sustaining the Sultan, noth­ 
ing is left him but subm ission or an appeal 


tu force which can only postpone his co'- 
lapse a short time. 
I t is pos.-ible th a t the 
late riots may induce England and France 
to insist more perem ptorily upon a speedy 
disposition of the rebellious E gyptian offi­ 
cers and M inisters, h n t there does not ap­ 
pear to he any safe new departure for 
Arabi Bey. 


THE ADDRESS OF THE IRISH BISHOPS. 


The address of the Irish Bishops on the 
condition of affairs in Ireland is marked 
by m oderation aud good feeling, hut it is 
to he feared th a t it will produce very little 
effect, inasmuch as the party of assassina­ 
tion is composed of men who h a\e long 
since cut loose from the Church, and who 
care nothin? for its exhortations or rem on­ 
strances. 
There is probably but one way 
in which the Irish clergy could make them ­ 
selves felt in this connection, and it is even 
ques’ionable w hether they could do much 
good there. They m ight possibly, however, 
persuade the Irish people who affect to be 
out of sym pathy w ith the party of assas­ 
sination th a t it is their du ty to assist the 
authorities in capturing assassins, and th at 
they are not justified in w ithholding in­ 
formation concerning crimes and outrages. 
The assassination party is believed to be 
recruited mainly from the U nited States, 
where are its headquarters, and whence 
the funds which support it are supplied. 
In fact nearly all the more ferocious and 
desperate propositions have em anated from 
this side of the A tlantic, and therefore the 
address of the Irish Bishops is largely in 
the air. 
This address, however, is cer­ 
tainly in the interests of Ireland, and it 
rem ains to be seen how it will be responded 
to. 
Judging from past efforts of the same 
nature no appreciable dim inution of the 
outrages need be anticipated.

W a s h in g to n , June 12th.—Since the Re­ 
publican majority in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives unseated three Southern Demo­ 
crats who claimed to have besn elected, 
reports have reached the Democratic man­ 
agers here of great discouragement among 
the 
Southern 
Democrats. 
The 
feeling 
seemed to he that if the Republicans obtained 
a majority in the next House, they would 
proceed to unseat every Southern Democrat 
whose 
seat 
was 
contested, 
and 
the 
coDseqnencs 
would 
be 
that 
candi­ 
dates 
in 
close 
districts 
cculd 
see 
very little 
encouragement 
for them to 
make tne Congressional race. 
These reports 
excited no little apprehension here, and after 
deferring together, the Southern members 
determined to make a thorough canvass, for 
the purpose of ascertaining, if possible, what 
the political complexion of the next Honse 
wculd probably be. 
Two of the members 
have made this canvass within a few days, 
and a* a result of their inquiries have figured 
cut a Democratic majority of ten iu the next 
House. 
They reach this conclusion by count­ 
ing on sure gains as follows : 
In Connecti­ 
cut. 
South Carolina, Illinois. W est V ir­ 
ginia, 
Mississippi 
and 
California, 
one 
eacb. 
In T e n s and Pennsylvania, 
five 
each. 
Indiana and Ohio, three each. 
New 
York two, and Missouri four. They expect to 
m ike other gains iu such States as Maesa- 
chisetts, Maine and New Hampshire, but 
these do not enter into the figures in which 
they base a probable majority of ten.

only State in which they expect a loss is Ne­ 
vada, and they think tbe chances are that 
they will lose the one Representative there. 
The results, as reached by these gentlemen, 
with the figures as given above, have been 
sent to tbe various State Executive Commit­ 
tees in tbe Sonth. in the hope of restorisg 
confidence in that section. 
Tbe Star Eontn Case*. 
W a s h in g t o n , June 12th.—The hearing in 
the star route cases was resumed to-dsv. 
Amos M. Wilson, one of the Journal Clerks 
of the Postoffice Department, knew Reerdell 
and M iner ; they had often been in his office.

The E gyptian S itu ation . 
A l e x a n d h ia , June 12th.—The report of 
the murder of tbe engineer of the British 
man-of-war Snperb is not generally credited.

C a ir o , June 12th.—A t a meeting of the 
m ilitary leaders, it was decided to petition 
the Khedive to abdicate.

L o n d o n, June 12th.—The Adm iralty has 
received dispatches confirming the report of 
the murder of the engineer of the Superb. 
The fighting at Alexandria, except the delib­ 
erate attack upon tbe C oosuIb when proceed' 
ing to the residence of the Governor, seems 
to have been confined to tho Arabs and 
Levantines. 
No English reriden'.s are rt 
ported wounded. 
The Times' correspondent at Cairo lays the 
responsibility of the riots upon Arabi Pasha. 
Derviech Pasha had summoned him to re­ 
sign, and there seemed no alternative bnt 
submission or defiance ; bnt since the liota 
broke ont Dervisch Pasha has to appeal to 
Arabi Paaha, as commanding the only avail­ 
able force, to restore order. 
C a ir o , June 12:h.—The following repart 
of the riot has been received from Alexan­ 
dria : Cookson, the English Consul, says that 
when he was proceeding from the great 
Bquare to the Governor’s residence, he saw 
two Europeans, respectably dressed and ap­ 
parently naval officers in 
plain 
clothes, 
knocked down. 
A Greek was shot and killed 
by a soldier five yards from Cookson’. car­ 
riage .nd others even closer were knocked 
dowc and stabbed. 
A soldier cut at the Com 
sal’s kavass with a sword. 
The carriage of 
the Greek Consul was stopped by a number 
of soldiers, and the cccupants dragged out. 
The Consul was severely beaten. 
Cookson 
escaped severe m altreatm ent by his coach' 
man lashing the horses, but he wxs struck on 
tbe head aud one of his arms broken. 
The 
Italian Consul was wounded by a stone, 
Tbe 
wife of the A nitrian Consul-General was a t­ 
tacked and insulted. 
Accounts of the origin 
are conflicting. 


L o n d o n, 
Tune 12th.—In the House of 
Commons Dilke, U nder Foreign Secretary, 
read telegrams received from Alexandria, 
stating that the Vice-Consul is convalescent, 
and that the riot was of no political char­ 
acter. 
A dispatch from Alexandria dated at 2 
o’clock this afternoon Bays the town is quiet. 
Telegrams from Constantinople, and from 
Malet, Consul-General at Alexandria, are re­ 
assuring regarding the safety of the Khedive, 
L o n d o n, June 12ih.—Advices from Alex­ 
andria late last night state that the disturb­ 
ances oommenced simultaneously at three 
different points. 
The object of the rioters in 
a great measure appears to have been pillage, 
in which the Levantines, as well aa the Arabs, 
participated.

At 7:45 last evening County Clerk Berkey 
received from Judge Jackaou Temple, of 
Santa Kxta, his findings in the case of "The 
People of the State of California vs. The 
Gold Ran Ditch and Mining Company.” By 
the courtesy of the Clerk access to the papers 
was permitted, and the R ecord-U nion here­ 
with presents them all in full. They are live 
in number. 
First The findings of fact. 
Second—The general aud amplified finding. 
Third—The conclusions of law. 
Fourth—The opinion. 
Fifth—The decree. 
Each of these will be found of deep inter­ 
est. 
In the first the Court finds what the facts 
are, as the result of a hearing cf all the testi­ 
mony on both sides, and on all the issues. 
la the second.the Court amplifies and ex­ 
plains these findings. 
In the third the law is applied under the 
facts. 
In the fourth the Judge gives, in a concise 
aud clear manner, his opinion, and this; with 
the third, are the most interesting of all the 
documents. 
In the fifth the Court makes its decree, per­ 
petually enjoining the defendant. 
All thoughtful readers, in view of the vast 
importance of the case, should give all the 
documents full reading. 
It will be noticed in the decree that a very 
important provision is set forth, under which 
defendant may have the restraining order set 
aside whenever it shall appear that, ttiicient 
means have been adopted to restrain the 
heavier debris iu the American river above 
Alder creek. 
_______ 
The Findings of Fact. 
In the Superior Court, Sacramento county, 
California.—The People of the State of Cali­ 
fornia, plaintiff, vs. The Gold Run Ditch and 
Mining Company, defendant. 
This cause was tned by the Court, a jury 
having been waived. Having fully considered 
the evidence, I now find the facts as follows: 
f i r s t . 
The Sacramento and American rivers are 
wholly within the State of California ; the 
latter is a tributary et the former, (lowing 
into it about one mile north of the city of 
Sacramento. 
SECOND. 
The Sacramento is navigable, and has 
been continuously navigated by steam 
ere, barge?, schooners and smaller craft, 
and up to 1862 was navigated as far 
as the city of Satramento without diffi­ 
culty by steamer of deep draft, to wit, by 
boats drawing nine or ten feet of water. 
That said river has been declared navigable 
by law to the mouth of Middle creek, which 
is above the confluence of the American and 
the Sacramento. That since 1862 the naviga­ 
tion of said river has been seriously impaired 
by deposits of mud and sand therein, which 
have in part come from hydraulic mines ; so 
that now the city of Sacramento can be 
readied by boats of deep draft during the 
high stages of the water only, instead of at 
all times as formerly. 
t h ir d . 
That hydraulic mining, as that term is 
generally understood, consists in washing and 
removing from their natural positions into 
the water courses and rivers, by means of 
water, high banks of earth and gravel con­ 
taining gold, and thereby separating the gold 
from the earth, Bending the residue, consist­ 
ing of bowlders, cobble-stones, gravel, sand 
and clay, into the water courses, the larger 
portion of which finds its way into the prin­ 
cipal confluents of the Sacramento river, and 
is deposited along said streams from the place 
of discharge or dump to San Pablo and San 
Francisco Bay?, the heaviér material being 
first deposited. 
FOURTH. 
Hydraulic mining has been practiced for 
twenty years to some extent in the moun­ 
tains of the Sacramento basin. It attained 
great magnitude ks an industry before 1875, 
and is s ill extensively carried on, principally 
in the counties of Bntte, Yuba, Sierra, Ne­ 
vada and Placer. 
FIFTH. 
The tailings from some of the hydraulic 
mines are deposited in the North Fork of the 
American river, aud large quantities thereof 
have been deposited in the channel of said 
North Fork and of the American river, 
throughout its entire course, and a large por­ 
tion thereof has been washed and carried 
down ioto the Sacramento river. That the 
tailings from other hydraulic mines are 
washed and carried into the Middle and South 
Forks of said river and in the Yuba, Bear 
and Feather rivers, which are tributaries of 
the Sacramento. 
SIXTH. 
That the tailings and deposits from said 
hydraulic mines, with other matter carried by 
the waters of said river?, has filled up and 
raked the bed aud channels of said Sacra­ 
mento river to a great exteot below the 
mouth of the American river, to wit, from 
six to twelve feet, and has filled up aud raised 
the American river below Alder creek from 
ten to twenty feet, and in places even more. 
Such filling has been materially increased by 
the tailings from the hydraulic mines. 
Such fillings have shallowed the channels 
of the Sacramento river, and materially im­ 
paired the navigation thereof, and has ma­ 
terially increased the liability ot the Sacra­ 
mento river and cf the American river below 
Alder creek to oveifiow their banks, and has 
caused the frequent floods in BAid rivers to 
be more destructive than they otherwise 
would have been. 
That the debris from mines, including the 
mine of the defendant, has materially con­ 
tributed to such filling of the river channel, 
and thereby has interfered with and obstruct­ 
ed the free and comfortable use and enjoy­ 
ment of large portions of the land upon the 
American and Sacramento rivers. 
The American river is, however, obstructed 
by the levees and the levee system on the 
Sacramento, which cause the water to be 
dammed up and made to flow back into the 
American river and over the banks thereof 
during the stages of high water in the Sacra­ 
mento, and thereby large tracts of land are 
submerged and heavy deposits made thereon, 
which would not exist but for such levee sys­ 
tem or the defects in the same. 
THAT ONE OF THE PRINCIPAL SOURCES OK 
DAMAGE 
By the overflow of lands on the Sacramento 
river is from the erosion of the bank nearly 
opposite the mouth of the American river 
and the break in the levee at that point. 
That the more immediate cause of this ersosion 
and break was the chaDge in the course of 
the American river, which manifestly would 
have produced the break and much conse­ 
quent damage although all miniug operations 
had been suspended. 
That during the highest stages of the water 
of the Sacramento the channel of Bgid river 
is insufficient, and even if it had not been 
filled up would have been insufficient, to carry 
one half of the volume of water sent down 
by its various confluents, and at such timen 
would break the present levees, even though 
no mining were carried on. 
Still the mining debris does increase and 
aggravate all these evils, and renders the 
problem of controlling the streams and the 
protection of the valleys more difficult and 
expensive, and causes more land to be injured 
and the free enjoyment thereof to be inter­ 
fered with than wóuld have been interfered 
with or injured but for such mining debris. 
SEVENTH. 
That defendant is, and since August, 1870, 
has been, a corporation under the laws of the 
State of California, for the purpose of min­ 
ing by the hydr&ulic process and selling 
water to miners and others. That it is now, 
and for several years last past, it and its 
predecessors have been in possession of cer­ 
tain mines and mineral land situated adjacent 
to the North Fork of the American river, 
on the north side thereof, near the town of 
Gold Run, in Placer county, and consisting 
of about five hundred acres of land. The 
surface of said land is about one thousand 
feet above said North Fork of the American 
river. All the material of said mine is capa­ 
ble of being worked off into said American 
river, and consists of about twenty millions 


cubic yards of material composed mostly of 
sand, gravel, small stones, cobbles and 
bowlders, mixed with small particles of gold. 
EIGHTH. 
Defendant, by means of ditches and iron 
pipes, has conducted to its aforesaid mines a 
large quantity of water, which it is using and 
will continue to use under a vertical pressure 
of several hundred feet, to mine its said 
tracts of mining land by the hydraulic pro­ 
cess, discharging wkter through Little Giants 
and Monitors, and dumping all the tailings 
from such mines into the North Fork cf the 
American river. 
NINTH. 
Said defendant has been mining its said 
tracts of land for ¿bout eight years last past 
in the mode and process aforesaid, and up to 
the time of commencing this action, and dur­ 
ing about five months of each year of said 
period has been daily discharging into the 
said North Fork between four and five 
thousand cubic yarda of solid material from 
its said mine—to w it: of bowlders, cobbles, 
gravel and sand, making a yearly discharge 
of at least six hundred thousand cubic yard?, 
and will continue to discharge that quantity 
annually, if the working of said mine be per­ 
mitted to continue, and at such rate it will 
require some thirty years to mine out and 
exhaust said mineral land. 
TENTH. 
That a large portion of the material so 
dumped by the defendant into the north fork 
of the American river has been washed down 
said river by the water and commingled with 
tailings from other hydraulic mines, and still 
other material, which is the product of natural 
erosion, has been deposited in the beds and 
channels of Sacramento and American rivers ; 
but mostly in the American river and upon 
the lands adjacent to said rivers, and by Baid 
mining of the defendant and other mines, the 
filling up, raising and shallowing of said 
rivers has been (materially ’increased, to the 
impairment of the navigation of the Sacra­ 
mento river, and to the excessive overflow' of 
the lands adjacent to said rivers, to the great 
injury of said land, and damage, discomfort, 
and annoyance of a great number of citizens 
of the State, owners of said land and resi­ 
dents of said valley. 
ELEVENTH. 
That the power of water to preserve its 
channels and to clear out and carry off de­ 
posits in the same is proportioned—other con­ 
ditions remaining the same—to the depth of 
the stream and the freedom of said water 
from earthy matters. 
That the beds of said rivers have already be­ 
come so widened and filled that the depth of 
the water therein has been greatly lessened ; 
that said water, at all times, is heavily laden 
with earthy matters, chiefly from mines; 
therefore, said rivers are likely to fill more 
rapidly in the future in proportion to the 
quantity of hydraulic tailings than in the 
past.That thousands of acres of good land in 
Sacramento valley have already been covered 
by such debris, and if some preventive is not 
applied much further and greater injury is 
likely to ensue in the future, and large tracts 
of land will probably be rendered within a 
few years unfit for cultivation and inhabit­ 
ancy. 
TWELFTH. 
That the discharge from the defendant’s 
and other mines eo fouls the water of the 
American river at all points below as to ren­ 
der said water unfit for any domestic hse by 
the inhabitants. 
THIRTEENTH. 
That the filling of the beds of said rivers 
has, to some extent, obstructed the natural 
and artificial drainage of the valleys of said 
rivers, and has interfered with the percolation 
and flow of the water through the eoil, and 
has raised the soil water to such an extent as 
would naturally increase the tendency to ma­ 
larial diseases ; but I do not find that, here­ 
tofore, it has had any effect on such diseases, 
and the material carried down by the rivers 
is singularly free from matter which could 
ferment and induce malaria. / 
FOURTEENTH. 
That if the said acts of the defendant and 
others, mining aa aforesaid, are allowed to 
continue, there is imminent danger that the 
beds and channels of tne lower portion of the 
American river, and of the Sacramento river 
below the mouth of the American, will be so 
filled and choked up by tailings and other de­ 
posits that said rivers will be turned from 
their channels, cutting new waterways, injur­ 
ing or destroying immense tracts of land, and 
probably will result in greatly impairing the 
navigability of the Sacramento river. 
FIFTEENTH. 
That the filling in said rivers below Alder 
creek has been accumulating from year to 
year. The largest deposits were made by the 
floods of 1861. and 1862, since which time 
there has been a steady increase in deposit 
and a slow but constant working down in the 
channels of the rivers of the heavier mate­ 
rial ; that it is not possible to determine the 
proportions of snch deposits which come from 
mines now working in other sources, but it is 
quite probable—in fact, almost certain—that 
very much the larger part of that which in­ 
juriously fills the rivers is composed of ma­ 
terial damped into the river from mines 
within ten years previous to the fill in the 
river. 
SIXTEENTH. 
That the waters of the American river and 
its tributaries, during the recurrence of high 
water in each year, move and transport por­ 
tions of the debris then in the river further 
down the stream, and most of such matter 
finds its way ultimately below Alder creek, 
which is a point in the American river near 
where said stream emerges from the foothills, 
alxmt twenty-seven miles above the mouth of 
said river. 
SEVENTEENTH. 
The grade of the American river above 
Alder creek to Canyon creek is abcut thirty 
feet per mile, and below Alder creek is not 
more than three feet per mile. 
The mioe of defendant is about eighty- 
three miles, by the river, above Sacramento, 
and is a blue-gravel mine, and constitutes a 
portion of the ancient river channels which 
cross the present river systerá diagonally. 
EIGHTEENTH. 
That the Gold Run mine in 1854 was 
within the mining district known as the Gold 
Run District. 
That mining rules and regulations were in 
force in that district as in all other districts 
in this State, which prescribed the size of the 
mining claims, the manner of locating and 
recording them, and the amount of work to 
be performed to enable the locators to hold 
their claims. 
Miner»’ rules and regulations had no force 
beyond the district 
Claims in the Gold Run District were in 
small parcels, about one hundred thousand 
square feet, and were taken, held and worked 
by a large number of persons, commencing 
such work iu some -of the claims ap early &» 
1852, and were so held until soM to defend­ 
ant, which has since acquired title to said 
lands by means of patents from the United 
States. 
That between the years 1854 and 1874, the 
upper levels of the Gold Run mines were 
practically all worked off, leaving the lower 
portions thereof next to the bedrock to be 
worked off. Snch lower portions now consti­ 
tute the mines of the defendant, and yield in 
gold from five to twenty cents per cnbic yard. 
The mining aud ditch property cost the 
present company two hundred and fifty-three 
thousand dollars, including tunnels and all 
improvements in the same. 
NINETEENTH. 
The rules and regulations of miners did not 
purport to regulate the manner in which 
mining claims should be worked, nor the man­ 
ner or places in which the mining debris 
should be dumped; but the universal prac­ 
tice was to discharge the tailings into the most 
convenient Btream or gulch, even though it 
should interfere with claims located in the 
streams or ravines below. 
It has been a custom, almost uoiversally 
acquiesced in, in the mining communities of 
this State, to regard the streams as common 
ways for the discharge of mining detritus. 
The exceptions being where such stream has 
been previously occupied by some work-*, 
such as a ditch to convey water. Such right 
on the part of the mine-owners i?, in most 
cases, essential to the economical working of 
the mines. 
Such practice is necessarily confined to the 
mining localities and has not been rejí gnized 
or acquieeced.in elsewhere, except Hat the 
waters of the streams throughout their entire 
course have been rendered turbid and foul 
without complaint until within the past few 
years. 
TWENTIETH. 
That neither this State nor the United 
States has licensed the defendant or any mine 
to dump his tailings into the streams so as to 
be transported into any navigable river, 
stream or bay, nor has this State legalized 
the same. 
Nor have ths Sacramento or American riv­ 
ers been dedicated to the use of miners as a 
place of deposit or for a way to transport 
mining material, nor is either cause of ac­ 
tion eet forth in the complaint barred by the 
provisions of Sections 315, 338 or 343 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure of this State, or of 
either or any of said sections. 
% 
TWENTY-FIRST. 
That the acts threatened to be performed 
by the defendant in continuing to prosecute 
its minim? industry in the manner set opt in 
these findings, as it will do, unless restrained, 
if allowed to be done, wiil, in connection 
with like acts by others obstruct the naviga­ 
tion of the Sacramento river and fill up, to 
some extent, Suison bay, destroy or injure 
large amounts of land and constitute an ob­ 
struction to the free use and enjoyment of the 
property of a large number of citizens of this 
State. 
TWENTY-SECOND. 
Ancient gravel channels exist at least two 
hundred miles in extent, from Mariposa 
county to Siskiyou, crossing the present river 
system diagonally and at higher altitudes. 
These channels are from 200 to 2,000 feet 
wide, and contain gravel sometimes several 
hundred feet deep. Gold is distributed quite 
uniformly throughout the length of the chan* 
uels. The first mining was generally in the 
present rivers below where they had washed 
out the old channels. 
Competent persons estimate the entire 
product of gold from California mines at 
$1,154,689,039 up to June, 1881. $900.000,000 
being from the ancient channels. The pres­ 
ent yield varies between fifteen and twenty 
millions per annum, and there is no doubt 
much more gold still remainiog in these an­ 
cient channels than has been washed out. 
Present investment? in California mines are 
estimated at $150.000,000, $100,000,000 of 
which is in hydraulic mines. Some portion 
of this is, no doubt, iu mines which Cannot 
be profitably worked. 
Mining for gold is the principal industry in 
fifteen counties of the State, and the popula­ 


tion of the mining counties is over one hun­ 
dred thousand. 
In the past eight years the amount of ma­ 
terial washed from hydraulic mines has ci- 
minished, owing to change from wash» g 
light surface gravel with few bowlders to 
heavy bottom gravel, and from steep grades 
in the sluices to light grades. 
The amount washed from a mioe will de­ 
pend upon the amount?» of water used, the 
character of material and grade and éize of 
sluice?. 
Late improvements in hydraulic miniug do 
not increase the amount if material mined. 
The various miues in the draiuage area of 
the Sacramento river have reservoirs in which 
they store about 7,600,000.000 cubic feet of 
water, which is gradually drawn off in the 
five months after the middle of July and to 
that extent increases the ft jw in the Sacra­ 
mento river. 
_______ 
General Finding. 
To the foregoing findings of fact I derire to 
add a general finding, explaining, amplifying 
and perhaps to some extent qualifying them. 
The case involves the consideration of the 
operation of natural forces on a large scale, 
and many conclusions are necessarily to some 
extent matters of theory or ©pinion. Conclu­ 
sions upon such matters when expressed in 
legal findings often seem to imply a certitude 
which does by no means exist. 
The field of observation is so vast that 
the full ca36 cannot be presented in 
the findings ; much must be left unex­ 
pressed, beiDg presumed to be within the ju­ 
dicial knowledge of the Court; as, for in­ 
stance, the geography and generally the 
geology of the country over which our 
inquiries have extended ; the nature of the 
ancient river channels and the different forms 
and methods of mining which have prevailed, 
as well as the general history of the country 
—matters which everyone is presumed to 
know. 
THE AMERICAN RIVER. 
The drainage area of the American river is 
1,889 square mile?, mostly on the western 
slope of the Sierra Nevada Mountains. This 
slope is composed of numerous deep canyons 
and ravines, high and steep ridges and lofty 
mountains. The formation is mostly granitic, 
is largely covered with deep soil, geni rally of 
decomposed granite. 
Originally the*8 were very extensive forests 
of hnmense pine trees. Since the settlement 
of the country there has been a continuous 
destruction of these tiees for the lumber, 
although large forests still remain. Numer­ 
ous roads have been cut and trails made 
within this area. Considerable industries in 
fruit-raising are carried od in some places, 
and every summer thousands of »heep are 
driven from the valleys into the mountains to 
be pastured. 
As early as 1852 there were mining in the 
American river, in Placer county, 20,000 
men, and in El Dorado county, 40,000. The 
earlier mining was in the bars and beds of the 
river or its tributaries, or iu the Dry Dig­ 
gings, which were probably older bars made 
in former geologic periods. The work was 
chit-fly in mining the gravel and sand com­ 
posing the river bars into the river, generally 
leaving the heavier cobbles in the claims. 
The so-called dry diggings were worked 
during high water. Much of the material 
being light soil, was rent down the stream, 
leaving innumerable sn ail pits and piles of 
debris on the slopes of the mountains 
In the winters of 1852 and 1853 there was 
A LAROE FLOOD, 
But from that time until the winter of 1861 
and 1862—the memorable flood year—there 
was no flood of moment. 
Of coarse at this time an enormous amount 
of material would naturally bo exposed to the 
transporting power of such deluge, and ac­ 
cordingly we find that for the first time the 
inhabitants of the valleys become aware that 
the water was filled with sediment which 
menaced the navigability of the rivers and 
which left large deposits of sand upon their 
margins. It is probable that more sediment 
was brought dowa by the river during that 
year than any year since. 
It is contended by the defendant that most 
of the sediment in the river is from other 
sources than minieg. Perhaps this is not so 
important an inquiry as it is deemed. What 
proportion cf sediment is from mining, aud 
what from other sources it is impossible to 
determine ; but it probably may be safely 
claimed that the greater portion is from min­ 
ing deposits made within the periods of the 
recurring high flood?, which are from eight to 
ten years apart. 
The Sacramento might be expected to bear 
19,000,000 
cubic yards of sediment, ia- 
dependently 
of mining 
debris, 
per 
annum. 
The drainage 
area of the 
American 
river is about 
one-twelfih 
of the Sacramento basin. The erosion upon 
the American river would, however, natu­ 
rally be much above the average. Let it be 
placed at twice the average, and ttten natural 
erosion cannot be held responsible for half 
the material which is carried in sus'>en3ion 
to the Sacramento, and which is rolled along 
the bottom of th9 river, at least below Aider 
creek. Again the character of the material is 
AN IMPORTANT CONSIDERATION. 
Generally^he wash from other sourced than 
mining is th¥ very lightest material; the ex­ 
ceptions are land slides and sudden cutting of 
gulliee on the hill sides. The wash from 
such sources, therefore, would be easily man­ 
aged by the great volume of the lower rivers, 
and would be carried in suspension to Suisun 
bay. which is the great settling reservoir of 
the basin. The damage to the rivers or the 
adjacent land would be slight. 
Mining debris, however, is of all degrees of 
fineness. The question as to what will be 
carried down will depend upon the size of the 
rocks which the water has sufficient force to 
roll along. In other words, it will furdish 
the heaviest material which can be transport­ 
ed. This is just the material which naturally 
filia the rivers below the foothills more or less 
permanently while slowly but constantly 
creeping further down the stream. 
It is probably from this source rncstly, 
rather than from causes other than mining, 
that the material has come which has filled 
the channels of the Yuba and the Bear near 
their confluence with the Feather. 
It is contended by the defendant that all 
the debris which it puts into the American 
river (save a small per cent.) remains perma­ 
nently above Rice’s bridge—a point about nine 
miles below Canyon creek—and no question 
in the case has been more minutely.examined. 
This portion of the river is through a rocky 
gorge with banks sloping at an angle of from 
thirty to forty degrees. 
Accordiog to a profile furnished by the de­ 
fendant, the grade of the original bed from 
Canyon creek for about two miles was over 
seventy feet per mile; then for a distance of 
over four miles the average grade was a little 
less than forty feet per mile, with occasional 
spaces of severa', hundred feet each in which 
the grade was ascending. The remaining 
distance the grade was about twenty-one ana 
one-hmrth feet per mile. There is a large fill 
now in the river, commencing about one-half 
mile below Canyon creek. 
THE SURFACE GRADE 
Of the present bed for this portion of the 
first section which cod tains any fill one and 
one-fourth mile is forty-six feet per mile. The 
grade of the next four miles is forty feet, and 
the remainder over thirty-six feet per mile— 
the last quarter of a mile being twenty-five 
feet per mile. 
Prior to the commencement of the work in 
the present pit, or lower portion of the mine, 
it is estimated that there had been washed 
from the upper, or old washings, 67,000,000 
cubic yards of material, which also come into 
the American river through Canyon creek. 
Also large quantities of material were placed 
in the samo sections of the rivers from the 
Iowa Hill mines. 
The surface of the old washings was prin­ 
cipally light red earth with saud aud pipe 
clay. In the channel, however, the old wash­ 
ing was chitfly composed of gravel, sand and 
cobble stones. 
The old mines ceased to be operated be­ 
cause, as the miner» say, they run out of 
grade, and not because of a change in the 
character of the material. The banks are of* 
a mixed character of sand, gravel aud cobbles 
from the top to the bottom. In the present 
pit, however, there is no pipe clay in the rib­ 
bon or channel which will be worked, and 
none of the red earth, and there is a constant 
increase in the average size of material as we 
approach'the red rock. There was no clear 
line of distinction between the present and 
old washing. The great proportion of the 
material in the lower pit, therefore, cannot 
reasonably be heavier than ten per cent, of 
krgest material in the old washing. It seems 
that prior to 1875 this portion of the river 
was filled with this debris to a much greater 
depth than at preeent. All this material woe 
washed out and went down stream, as also 
vast quantities of/material put.iu from the 
Iowa Hill mines. 
The material in the river is naturally graded 
as to size down stream. The heavier beiDg 
first lodged, and then the next in siz?, and so 
on. 
* 
THE HEAVIER MATERIAL, 
Therefore, cannot hold back the lighter debris 
which has teen separated by the water, and 
is constantly washed lower down. If all the 
detritus from the top washing has gone down 
over the lower grades of the original bed, cer­ 
tainly that portion of the material iu the 
ftresent pit, which is not heavier than the 
argest cobbles in the old washiag, will pass 
over the preeeat incieased grades of the river, 
if we suppose that the hiil now there is so im­ 
pact that it will remain. 
But I think it altogether probable that the 
profile is incorrect. The surveyor who made 
it is evidently competent and apparently 
canflid, but he did not measure the depth of 
the fill. The estimate must he very much in 
excess or considerable of the old fill must 
still be there. In either event the case must 
be taken as established agaiaet the defendant 
—that a considerable portion of the material 
will and does come dow'n the river. 
It may be added that at high water the cur­ 
rent of the river at this point mu¿t have a 
velocity of at ler.st from six to eight miles per 
hour. There are few cobbles or bowlders 
which will exceed ten inches in diamet&r. 
Theoretically they would all come down. 
THE CONDITIONS IN THE AMERICAN RIVER 
Differ widely from those at the Polar St&r 
dump in Bear river, aside from the fact that 
the material at the Polar Star is heavier and 
the stream cf less force. At the Polar Star, 
if I have rightly understood the evidence, the 
fall is immediately at the dump, some of the 
material rolling up stream above the point of 
discharge. 
The larger bowlders, therefore, do hold 
back the lighter material. At Canyon creek 
the material, after it reaches the .river, is 
transported by the water from half a mile 
to six and eight miles before it finds lodg­ 
ment, and is, cf course, completely graded by 
the action of the water. It EettLs on a steep 
incline and is so distributed as to build up the 
bed of the river to a uniform grade. It forms 
nothing like a dam, but at the upper end 
rests against the steep grade so as to form 


a continuous incline, over which most of the 
material pas3fs, oven at ordinary stageS' cf 
the water while till mine is working. I think 
it may be assumed that the new grade at 
Pickering’s Bar—46 feet to the mile—is just 
tho grade over which the very heaviest mate­ 
rial of the mine will not pass at ordinary 
winter stages of the river. It certainly all 
pas?e3 over the grade from Canyon creek to 
PickeriDg’s B»r. aud wiil continue to be 
completely scrted by the water, and there­ 
fore, as it seems to me, a large portion oí it 
must inevitably come down. 
• 
THE COARSER MATERIAL 
Will travel very slowly, probably requiring 
many years before it reaches Alder creek— 
ten, twenty or mofe, according to the siz?. 
No doubt much which was thrown ioto the 
river many years ago is still slowly moving 
dow D , and, though all mining should cease, 
will continue to come for many years. This 
is important, asehowing to what extent stop­ 
ping the work at the mines will afford a rem­ 
edy. It appears that this part of the iujury 
is easily remedied, aud at comparatively 
little expense, by tho erection of dams to im­ 
pound the debris. If the expert» are correct 
in their conclusions—and I am bound to so 
conclude—all that is very greatly injurious 
could be so impounded. 
* 
Of course during its slow journey the de­ 
tritus i j very greatly comminuted ; much of 
it will be carried off &3 clay in suspension ; 
the proportion cannot be determined. 
On the American river and its tributaries 
a vast amount of mining was done in early 
times, and up to this time a great- deal is be­ 
ing done beside that by the defendant. 
No other mine contributes annually more 
detritus to the river than the defendant; 
still I am unable to say that defendant’s mine 
alone, without reference to the debris from 
other mine?, materially contributes to. the 
evils mentioned ; or, in other words, if there 
were no mining operations save those of the 
defendant, I am not prepared to say that it 
would materially injure tho valley lands or 
the navigation of the river. It is the aggre­ 
gate of debris from all the mines which pro­ 
duces the injuries mentioned in these findings. 
The lower portion of the American river 
is very much filled with dífcri», and has been 
in places much widened. Ai yet, however, 
no such state of thing; 6xists there as is 6eeu 
in the Bear and Yuba near their confluence 
with the Feather. Perhaps if is were not for 
that instructive lessou we should not be justi­ 
fied in anticipating all the evils which may 
yet fl >w from these constant accumulations, 
ABOUT ONE THOUSAND ACRES 
Of valuable farming laud have already bean 
coverfd with heavy sahd. along tho margin of 
the American river, and the adjacent, lands 
are subject to frequrnt overflow. 
The oveifl)wa would probably occur to a 
considerable ex'eat although there wtre no 
mining. Very much of the trouble from this 
source CDmca from back-water from the Sac­ 
ramento. 
to flood time;, if the rains have been gen­ 
eral, tho American is tho firat to rise. The 
Sacrau e a to then being a t its low state, the 
fl >od rushes out loaded wi .h s tud and mud, 
anil with very g re a t velocity is precipitated 
on the Yolo shore, and there covers large 
tract» of land wT.h its sadimeut. At such 
times the current is much greater than at any 
other time, and, of cour»e, a great deal ot 
ee^dirnent which has accumulated ia the river 
during slack or low water is carried out. 
About fifteen hoars after the rise of the 
American, the fljod from the Feather, also 
surcharged with tnud, reaches Sacramento, 
and thirty six hours later the floods of the 
upper Sacramento. By this the current of 
the American Í3 checked aud considerable 
land sometimes reruaius submerged by back 
water. ' At such times, i f course, sediment is 
left both on .the lauds and in the channel of 
the river which otherwise would have gone 
off in suspension. 
SACRAMENTO RIVER. 
lh e plane of low water his been raised 
about six and a half feet since 1849 in the 
Sacramento. ' The rise in the low-water plane 
lias been continuous since 1868, when the low- 
water mark was about two feet above the 
low-water plane of 1849, although in some 
years, probably for special reasons, i!j has 
been higher than in the succeeding year. 
This indicates that the bed of the river at 
the shoals has been filled at least six and a 
half feet, and probably much more. The 
consequence is that the influence of tho tide 
is not felt above Haycock shoala—nine miles 
below the city—it formerly being about two 
feet at Sacramento. 
As we go down the river there is a less ele­ 
vation of the low-waier level, indicating an 
increase in the grade of the river, from which 
will follow additional force to carry off the 
sediment. 
The levees of the river are insufficient to 
carry one-half the water during the periods 
of the higher floods. Breaks are, therefore, 
inevitable, and perhaps have caused in some 
localities greater damage than would have oc­ 
curred had there been no levee». The levee?, 
to some extent, increase the scouring force 
of the water, but not so much as wonld be 
the case if the water were not at its high 
stages already surcharged with sediment. 
The levees, also, somewhat prevent the river 
from wasting its material along the bank» 
and btftlding up the valley as it builds its 
own bed, and causes it to carry to its mouth 
more material than it otherwise would do. 
As to the islands below Grand Island, 1 
conclude from the evidence in this case that 
at present they cannot he reclaimed by any 
practical means. Of course the quantity of 
sediment in the river makes the problem 
more difficult and the means more expensive, 
if they are to be reclaimed; but it would 
seem evident that this cannot be done at any 
reasonable cost until' they are still further 
built up by the operation of natural cause?. 
SACRAMENTO CITY. 
1 am compelled, by the weight of the evi­ 
dence in the case, to find against the plaintiff 
on the charge that the prosecution of its in­ 
dustry by tne defendant, with similar oper­ 
ations by others, has impaired, or to a mate­ 
rial extent is likely to impair, the sewerage 
of Sacramento oc iujuriously affect the sani­ 
tary condition of the city. 
The sewers of the city ara about seven feet 
above tide-water. The drainage was never 
into the Sacramento river, and perhaps could 
not rightfully be there. It does not appear 
that the city has been deprived of* any out­ 
lets lor its sewage by the accumulation of 
debris, nor do I see that the drainage has 
bden interfered with except during the very 
highest floods, which may be expected about 
once in eight years. The interference, at all 
events, is quite inconsiderable. 
It is said that the soil water israissd in the 
city by sipage so that cesspools are emptied 
of their contents. It is natural to think* that 
raising the water level in the river will neces­ 
sarily raise the level of soil water iu the 
vicinity. That it does so, to some extent, I 
cannot donbt. 
The drainage canal from Sacramento to 
Snodgrass slough, a distance of twenty-five 
miles, has a fall of about six feet. There can 
be no good drainage under such circumstances 
without pumping, and I do not see how the 
debris has made matters worse ia this respect. 
The health of the city has been steadily im­ 
proving for the last twenty-five years and 
during all that time the city hae ranked very 
high in regard to healthfulness with cities of 
equal population and similarly situated. 
% There has been manifested during late 
years, however, some tendency to a change 
in the .character of disease, from those of a 
purely malarial character to those of a typho* 
malarial character. This seems to be the 
usual pi-urao of disease iu all nowly-settied 
countries and according to the testimony in 
the case could not have beeu otherwise. The 
slight indication of a typhoid epidemic during 
oue yesr is nothing mere than is to be ex­ 
pected in any city. - 
I am entirely satisfied that the question 
whether the deposits of debris in the vicinity 
of Sacramento has affected or will injuriously 
affect the health of the city is altogether too 
much a matter of theory to be the foundation 
of a judgment which shall deprive the de­ 
fendant of the use of its property. 
‘ 
FOULING THE STREAMS. 
The first mining in the river barB and chan­ 
nels discolored the water3 to some extent as 
early.as 1853, and the rivers have become 
moro and more discolored by sediment since. 
The early thining was in well-washed 6»nd 
and gravel, which contained none of the red 
earth which has since so highly colore! the 
water. The dry diggings were in red earth, 
but were prosecuted only during high water, 
a:. 1 therefore during the summer the rivers 
become reasonably clear. 
As ditchei were constructed, and mining 
in what are called surfac? diggings, as con­ 
tra-distinguished from deep gravel mioes, 
commeuced, the water began to be colored 
as at present, red or yello .v. This color is 
from Besquíóxide oUjiror, which is not found 
iu the deep gravel mines. The cementing 
materia1, however, contains protoxide ealts 
of iron. "Peroxidation of this commences 
upon its exposure to the air and water. This 
ferruginous clav is readily transported by the 
water; aiÉf probably is not ¿o peroxidized as 
to discolor the wa^er while.being transporte*!. 
Washing' in the red gravel tfh3 greatly 
diminished since 1875; but probably the 
water still receives its deep color principally 
from surface washings. 
There is evidence of considerable 
FILLING IN SAN'PABLO BAY, 
Principally along the channels through the 
bays. Practically there is as yet no impair­ 
ment of navigation in this bay, and is not 
likely to bo for many years to come. Suístm 
Bay i» rapidly tilling with sediment, but I 
conclade from the evidence that the volume 
of water passing through will always main­ 
tain channels sufficient for the purposes of 
navigation.______ _______ 
Concluslo&B of Law. 
First—That the plaintiff’s cause of action 
and its right to the relief in this action de­ 
manded, is not barred by alf or either of the 
statutes of limitation pleaded by the defend­ 
ant in this case or otherwise. 
Second—That defendant has not acquired 
any rii»ht to the n?e of the bed of the Ameri­ 
can river, or cf the Sacramento river, #as 
places of deposit for its mining tailings, nor 
to choke or fill with such tailings the chan­ 
nels of said rivers in the valleys thereof, nor 
to flnv or overflow the said lands situate 
aloDg the hank thereof. 
Taird—That the said acts of defendant con­ 
stitute a public nuisance, in that they are an 
obstruction of the free use by a considerable 
number of the citizens of this State of their 
said lands situate along the banks of said 
rivera as aforesaid, eo as to interfere with the 
comfortable enjoyment thereof, and in that 
they unlawfully obstruct the frco passage 
and use in the customary manner of the said 
Sacramento river. 
F«urtb—The mining customs, usages and 
regulations authorized by th* statutes of this 
State, or recognized by the decisions of its 
Courts, are local in their oparation, and have 
not and are not intended to have any effect 
beyond a mining bar, diggings or district in 
which they have been adopt or recognized. 


T ifth That the mining laws and mining 
customs or practices rf the said Gold Run 
mining districr, in which said defendant’s 
mine» are located, mentioned and referred to 
m thei findings of fact herein, were not in­ 
tended to and did not and cannot protect the 
defendant in the doing of the acts, matters 
and things complained of in this action. 
Sixth—That the plaintiff is entitled to a 
decree of this Court restraining and enjoin­ 
ing the defendant, its Superintendent, agents 
and employes from discharging or dumping 
into said North Fork of the American river 
or into Canyon creek, and also from suffering 
or cauaing to flow into said river any tailings 
bowlders, cobblestones, gravel, sand, clay! 
debris or refuse matter perpetually, or until 
it shall be first shown, upon application made 
to this Court for a modification of such de­ 
cree, that dams shall have been built in said 
American river, which will prevent the 
heavier portion of said material, including 
the coarser sand?, from coming below Alder 
creek, or until some other means eqnally 
efficacious shall be adopted to impound said 
debris, and which in the opinion of the Court, 
upon snch application, will certainly prevent 
sand, and all heavier material than sand, 
from beirg carried by the water below Alder 
creek.

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The Opinion. 
The People of the State of California, 
plaintiff, vs. The Gold Run Ditch and Min­ 
ing Company, defendant. 
This action is brought to restrain the de­ 
fendant from dumping its tailings into the 
North Fork of the American river. It ia 
charged that these tailings being washed down 
by the current, are deposited in and fill up the 
cbacnel.cf the American river below Alder 
creek, as well as the Sacramento,impairing the 
navigation, increasing the liability of both to 
ov8iflow, and making each overflow more de­ 
structive, causing deposits upon the farming 
lauds, thereby rendering them unproductive, 
raising the soil water, which also tends to un­ 
productiveness, and producing malarial and 
other diseases 
amoLg the inhabitants 
of the valley. It is substantially found 
that much of the tailings come down 
the streams filling op the rivers and producing 
most of evils charged. Navigation has been 
obstructed, much valuable land covered with 
»and, and that the continuation of the prac­ 
tice will probably be productive of still 
greater damage. 
The finding may be considered for the de­ 
fendant, however, upon the charge that the 
debri» adds materially to the malarial in­ 
fluences, or have obstructed or will obstruct 
the sewers of Sacramento, or have injuriously 
affected the sanitary condition of that city. 
It is fonnd that mining pollutes the water of 
the river» with mud, rendering them less 
suitable for domestic purpose?. And that 
numerous other persors engaged in the same 
pursuit contribute debris to the same streams, 
but for which contributions the rivers would 
be able to maintain their channels without 
serioui obstruction, notwithstanding the de­ 
tritus from the mine of defendant. 
The case is quite unusual in some respects, 
and I have departed from the customary 
findings by adding a general finding in which 
are stated some conclusions in a mode less 
formal, and some deductions from the evi- 
denc°. hoping that the special findings will 
be sufficient to sustain the judgment, and that 
the general conclusions may aid the appellate 
Court in a review of the case. 
The derision has been more or less delayed 
by other official work, and somewhat by fail­ 
ure to receive in time the promised briefs, 
and I especially regret that counsel for the de­ 
fense have notcamplied with my repeated re­ 
quest that each party would suggest the points 
upon which special findings were required. 
Tnere is no possible utility in an elaborate 
argument on ay part in fupport of the con­ 
clusions to which I have arrived ; but, la 
fairness to counsel I will britfly state some of 
the concla»i>4i?. 
The defeases—which may be designated by 
the terms s'ntate of limitations, prescrip­ 
tion, dedicari u and way uf necessity—rany 
be passed with the remark that obviously the 
pica indicated by each term or phrase cannot 
be » defen.-e iu this case/ Indeed, it appeared 
to me on the argument neither was really re­ 
lied up >n, but were all u?ed cs convenient 
means of illustrating and enforcing a more 
plau-iblo proposition, which may be briefly 
stated as follows: 
The customs, usages and practice of min­ 
er?, w1 ich have uuiversally prevailed, at.d 
which have everywhere b^on scquiesced in 
throughout the State ever tim e its urganiz i- 
tien, have sanctioned this u*e of the navigable 
streams, ard in connection with the recog­ 
nition and approval of the Government', 
both State and National, for a long serie» 
of years. Everyone knowing the practice, 
and no one objecting, has changtd the 
common law upon the subject—or at least 
the equitable circumstances exist which bind 
the consciences of both Governments, and 
which cannat be disregarded by them. The 
equitable ciicum?tances alluded to are mani­ 
fest, and could hardly be too strongly stated. 
So great a calamity to lo many people a» 
would result from a judgment in this case, 
were it to be a precedent, has probably never 
been produced by any case in this country. 
Ard the acts which are said to be wrongful 
have certaiuly been tolerated so long without 
objection, if they have not been encouraged, 
that no shadow of blame can possibly at­ 
tach to those who have invested their money in 
it. If the question w?re iu a legislative body, 
whether some law which had permitted 
it, and under the sauction of which it had 
grown into importance, should be repealed, 
the suggestion would be irresistible. So it 
would in an action perhaps where it involved 
only the proprietary rights of the Govern­ 
ment, or any interest of the Government 
simply considered in its corporate capacity 
Such were the facts in the cases cited fur the 
defense. 
But there can be no estoppel which shall 
prevent the State from exercising its general 
governmental powers in providing for good 
government; and certainly no equities can 
grow up in favor of one set of citizens as 
against others by the fact that illegal acts 
have beeu long tolerated or that they are 
convenient in the preservation of a great in­ 
dustry the importance of which has been re­ 
peatedly recognized. Here are many citi­ 
zens complaining that their rights are 
being violated, their property and their 
health threatened, and their common highway 
over navigable waters obstructed by the ille­ 
gal acts of the defendant and others. To 
constitute equitable circumstances which can 
bind the Coart in such a case they would 
need te be such as would legalize the acts 
claimed to be wrongful. Has, then, the na­ 
tional or State Governments licensed the de­ 
fendant to make this use of the navigable 
streams, or in any way legalized the practice ? 
Has fhe common law in that respect been 
modified, as claimed by the defendants? It 
is of coarse not claimed that any action on 
the part of the Federal Government has 
changed the common law of this State. That 
is not within the authority of that Govern­ 
ment So are the authorities, aud thev were 
not needed iu so manifest a case. Aud it 
would seem equally clear that the United 
States has not licensed this use of the rivers, 
and that it cannot do so, nor can it dedicate 
them to the use of the miners. 
For th8 purposes of this inquiry it may be 
conceded that it has licensed the miners to 
enter upon the public land, to prospect and 
dig for gold ; to appropriate the waters from 
the non-navigable streams and conduct them 
for long distances, discharging them again— 
perhaps into streams from which they were 
not taken—corrupted and surcharged with 
mining debris. .Washing the hills down into 
canyons and the channels of the mountain 
stream?. To make every canyon or gulch a 
common way for the tailings of all. That it 
has finally sold to them the mines with the 
right to extract from them the gold, and with 
tho full knowledge of the mode of working 
them, and with full knowledge that the 
practice of miners in this respect was uni­ 
versal and under claim of right. 
These propositions are not admitted on the 
part of the plaintiff, but do anv or all of 
them imply the consent of th8 Government 
to the deposit of tailings in the navigable 
livers ? 
Obviously all these are the acta of a land­ 
owner. The Government haa suffered this 
occupation and uso of the public land They 
can imply nothing more, for the United 
States has no further rights in the matter or 
power over it. 
It was stated on the 
argument that Congress may, and perhaps 
has devoted these navigable waters to this in­ 
dustry under the power to regulate com­ 
merce. But evidently this cannot ba so. 
The reason given wo» that gold facilitate.; 
commerce. The products of most indus­ 
tries promote commerce. Nothing facilitates 
it more 
than 
gcod government and 
secarity for property. Under such a con­ 
striction the power to regulate^ commerce 
with foreign countries and among the States 
would be the Aaron’s rod to swallow all 
others. The reserved powers of the States 
would only be exercised by sufferance. Min­ 
ing is not a branch of commerce, and cer­ 
tainly not of commerce with foreign nations 
or among the State . But if Congress did 
possess the power, the intention to permit 
the destruction of navigable waters, so exten­ 
sive and important, could not be inferred 
from any doubtful acts. Such a policy is 
opposed to the practice of all civilized people, 
and to our own traditions especially. It is 
manifest from a simple statement of the 
proposition that no such result was or could 
have been anticipated. Then the evil was 
not evident immediately. There does not 
seem to have been any material injury until 
1864, and even yet it ia stoutly denied that 
the tailings materially injure navigation. 
The enggestion a? to the intention to be in­ 
ferred from the acts committed and industry 
encouraged apply with equal force to the 
claim that the dtate has licensed this use of 
the navigable waters. 
The Legislature and the (Jourts have recog­ 
nized the fact that the United States has 
licensed this extraordinary intrusion upon the 
public land and tho rights asserted by the 
settlers. Beyoad this it ha» provided for 
their governmental wants as it has for other 
communities, and has done so, in part, by 
recognizing the rules and regulations adopted 
by themselves when they practically haa no 
government, save such as sprang spontaneous­ 
ly from the instinct for order and genius for 
organization which seems part of the nature 
of people accnstomed to self-government. 
These were principally to settle their d o s - 
sessory rights to the land, and to subject it 
to what was then a novel use under our sys 
tem. As has been raid, it by wiee judicial 
decisions has molded them into a comprehen­ 
sive system of common' law, embracing not 
only mining law but also regulating the use of 
water for mining purposes. Perhaps these 
customs and the practices of miners have 
been the chief agency in modifying the law of 
riparian rights—if it has been modified—as 
not suited to our climate and civilization. 
In all thi*, however, there is no rule or cus­ 
tom which can justify the claim that by com­ 
mon consent the navigable waters were sub­ 


jected to the use of mining, so as to allow 
tailings to be deposited in them to the injury 
of navigation. 
The only thiue that 
can be said is that in the pros­ 
ecution of a great industry by a grei t 
many people the practice of dumping into 
the mountain affluents of these streams has 
been followed for a long time, and that a 
great deal of money has been invested in the 
busines?, in the full belief, justified to some 
6xtent by long toleration, that it w* uld be 
permitted to continue, and that extensive 
villages have grotrn up dependent upon it. 
The rules and customs of miners and th-ir 
practices, or the fact that they have become 
part of the common law, outside and apart 
from this long-tolerated practice cf dumping 
into these navigable streams, cannot affect 
this question. 
The practice of damping directly into the 
navigable waters has never existed, and it is 
difficult to see how long submission to the 
consequent injury differs in any respect from 
any other case where a community has tolera­

of acquiescence is long endurance. 
I ne mischief, however, as has been said, 
was not immediately apparent. An action 
could not have been maintained, {or lack ol 
evidence of injury, for many years. A pub­ 
lic wrong is not made legal, and Certainly ac- 
qaires no vested right to be perpetuated from 
long forbearance. There being no change in 
the common law, the cese would be remitted 
to the ordinary defeuse of tho Statuto of Lim­ 
itations. 
I have concluded to so find that when the 
heavier debria is completely impounded min­ 
ing may be resumed, virtually refusing to 
hold that the plaintiff may enjoin such op­ 
erations as only corrupt the water with mud 
and render it less suitable for domestic snd 
other uses. Perhaps I am somewhat moved 
to thia by the consideration that otherwise 
mining can never be prosecuted at all. It 
will probably be impracticable to impound 
the lighter portion of the sediment. I confess 
I shrink from a consequence so far-reaching. 
It Beems to be a conceded fact that this 
is not materially injurious either to 
navigation or the riparian lands. Counsel 
denied that there was any intention to assail 
the prosecution of drift, seam or quirfz min­ 
ing. There was no material injury from that 
source. The sediment from such mines ib cf 
the same character as the material which 
cannot be who'ly impouoded. Perhaps this 
will cot materially add to the permitted evil. 
The authority of the Attorney-Gener.il to 
bring the action in the name of the people 
has been called in question, and may become 
a serions question in the Supreme Court, 
Practically it wae made only ou the final ar­ 
gument. Under the circumstances, I do not 
doubt the propriety of my rtferiiug that 
matter to the Supreme Court. If the point 
were sustained and the case dismissed, in the 
event of a reversal a new trial would be nec­ 
essary before the vital questions involved in 
the controversy conld be presented to the ap­ 
pellate tribunal. There have been maay cases 
in that Court brought by the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral on the presumption that snch power ex­ 
ists. No question of authority wa. made. 
A trial Court, under such circumstances, may 
well follow the practico until a precedent is 
formed.

That said defendant, and all the officers, 
superintendents, foremen, agentB and em­ 
ployes thereof, be perpetually enjoined and 
restrained from discharging or dumping into 
the North Fork of the American river, or 
into any Btream tributary thereto, and especi­ 
ally into Canyon creek, any bowlders, cobble­ 
stones, gravel or sand from the mines ; also 
from causiog any such material to flow or to 
be washed into said river from its said mines 
or tracts of mineral laud. . 
Subject, nPverthless, to this, that Baid de­ 
fendants may at aoy time, as it shall be ad­ 
vised, apply to this Court to have this decree 
and restraining order modified or vacated and 
sat aside. And whenever upon such showing 
it shall appear that efficient means have beon 
provided to impound, detain and hold hack 
such tailiogs at any point on said American 
river above Alder creek, and that such means 
are sufficient to detain all bowlders, cobble­ 
stones, gravel and the heavier sand, then said 
defendant shall be entitled to hare said de­ 
cree vacated and set aside. It is further 
adjudged and decreed that plaintiff recover 
costa herein, taxed a t
